The General Managers of the various West- 
ern and Northwestern roads were again in 
session all day yesterday without coming to a 
settlement of the existing freight and passen- 
ger complications. President Cable of the 
Rock Island was not present, as he 
left for New York with bis family 
Tuesday evening, but his company was repre- 
sented by Assistant-General Manager E. St. 
Jahn. The morning session was mostly in- 
formal. There being no definit proposition be- 
fore the meeting the representatives of the 
roads tried to get an idea of what was needed 
to secure harmonious action by conferring 
with each other. Just before noon Mr. Marvin 
Hughitt was elected Chairman,and then a recess 
was taken. Upon reassembling a proposition 
Was made to make a temporary pool on all 
business, to be in effect until Sept. 15, or until 
& permanent arrangement for a division of 
business could be made, and that the percent- 
ages for the permanent poo! should be applied 
from the time the temporary vool went into 
effect. It was further proposed that the

rate was made, but these rates were net, a re- 
bate order being given for the difference be- 


tween rate and the regular rate, so as to 
prevent low rates from being applied on 
business this side of Council Biuffs. It bas 

an open secret for some time past that 
some of the roads did not adbere to the rebate 
agreement, but were billing flat at rates even 
lower than those named above. The Rock 181 
and bas at last come to the conelusion that 
no good could be accomplished by making 
different rates from the published tariff, and 
consequently it decided yesterday to bill flat 
all business between Chicano and Couucil 
Bluffs’ at the following rates: First-class, 30 
cents; second-class, 20 cents; third-ciasse, 15 
cents; fourth-class, 12% cents; fifth-class, 10 
cents; class A, 15 cents: ciasses B,C, and D 
10 cents per 100 pounds.

Tuesday night the wind hauled around to the 
northeast. - Then it freshened up and began to 
blow bard, It came in puffs. Fora halt hour 
at a timo it would biow at the rate of fifty 
miles an hour.

A furious sea was worked up, and it continued 


throughout yesterday, though the wind mod- 
erated about noon, and towards dark shifted to 
the nortowest.

There were several collisions off the harbor, 
and quite a number of vessels were disabled in 
their running gear. Among other vessels that 
left port early in the evening and ran back for 
shelter were the sture H. D. Coffiaverry and 
Minnesota and their consorts, and the schrs 
George A. Marsh, Mocking Bird, Nellie Win- 
lack, Mediator, and Ramedary. 


A Bad Smash-Up. 

Early yesterday mo „ While the gale was 
raging furiously, the J. mis McLaren ran 
into the outer harbor and dropped anchor 
under the lee of the breakwater. She had 
barely got her chains out when the schr A. 
P. Nichols drove across her bows. A fierce 
puff of wind caught the Nichols all abeam and 
shoved her broadsides onto the McLaren. 
Her mizzen-rigging fouled with the McLaren’s 
jisboom and bowsprit and carried them away 
close up by the stem. At the same time the 
Nichols’ mizzenmast topped over and was 
broken off flush with the deck. The mizzen- 
sail was torn tosbreds.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR IN POLITICS. 
Bess sone cf the repeated protestations 
of Mr. Powderly that he had no political am- 
bitions it is now Officially announced that he 
will receive and accept the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Governot of Pennsylvania. 
not surprising that the belligerent factions in 
that State should agree upon Mr. Powderly, 
for they are iti a position where any pilot 
In a storm” is desirable. As they 
aré unable to unite upon any candidate who 
has been in politics, the compromise on Pow- 
derly will secure them united ranks, and they 
may expect in addition to control a share of 
the labor vote through his influence. It is 
not difficult to forecast the result so far as 
Powderly is concerned. ‘The tail which he 
proposes to tie on the Democratic kite will 
not be long. The American Republican 
workingmen of Philadelphia, Pittsburg, and 
other large cities in that State will not be 
seduced from their party allegiance. They 
are an unusually intelligent and well-to-do 
class, on property, and have bank deposits, 
and during the recent labor troubles, as will 
be remembered, were not engaged in strikes 
or in the eight-hour movement to any appre- 
ciable extent. Besides this, the Republican 
majority of Pennsylvania is too large and 
well organized to be endangered by the 
Democratic Knights of Labor combination, 
even with Powderly at its head. The inev- 
itable result will be his defeat as a politician 
and the end of his usefulness as a labor re- 
former. 

The attempt which Powderly is making to 
organize the Knights of Labor as a political 
association is not confined to Pennsylvania. 
The organization is preparing to enter the 
field of active politics in other States. The 
Central Labor Union of New York has de- 
cided to organize as an independent party. 
In IIlinois a movement has already been 
initiated and a platform promulgated which 
sets forth that the object of the United 
Labor party of America ”—for as such they 
are to be known—is to organize and direct 
“ the great political power of the industrial 
„masses as a political organization.” The 
Knights of Labor will also make an effort in 
this and other counties to obtain local offices, 


in combination with the other parties if they 


can effect it, or, failing that, as a third party 
fighting the rest of the community. The 
possibilities of their succéss may be gaged 
by past experiences. A similar experiment 
was tried in Milwaukee not long ago. The 
Labor party in combination with the Dem- 
ocrats was successful, but before a year had 
passed ihe combination went to pieces. None 
of the pledges made were kept. As soon as 
the leaders obtained offices they cared 
net a straw for the labor unions, and the re- 
sult was that in order to save their unions 
and recover the advantages they had lost the 
workingmen broke up their political organi- 
zation and returned to the labor issue again. 
In the nature of things it is impossible for 
these organizations to manage two totally 
distinct issues at the same time. If they are 
going to provide offices for their leaders and 
assume the responsibilities of government 
they will have to drep their present purpose 
of raising wages and taking care of each 
other in timesof sickness, strikes, and lock- 
outs. 


NO TOLL ON CORRUPT COMMISSIONERS. 

That proposition before the County Board 
to grant the Chicago & Evanston Boulevard 
Company the -right to reéstablish as a toll 
road the highway from Chicago to Evanston 
needs careful watching. The county at con- 
siderable expense had this thoroughfare es- 
tablished as a free road three or four years 
ago. There is no good reason why the work 
should be undone. A toll road leading from 
Chicago is an anachronism. To reintroduce 
it after it has been abolished is an outrage. 
The proposition is a palpable job, and no 
honest Commissioner should vote for it. If 
the road is in dad condition the owners of 
abutting property and the Villages of Lake 
View and Evanston should repair it. If any 
financial aid is required the trustees of the 
cemeteries at Calvary and Rosehill, whose 
patrons mostly use the road, ought to be the 
first called on to contribute. We understand 
they will cheerfully respond. To give any 
corporation the right to collect toll over this 
highway for the next thirty years would be 
an outrage on the citizens of Cook County to 
which the Jefferson gravel road job would 
not bear any comparison. Any Commissioner 
who votes for it will be certainly consigned 
to the political cemetery at the proper time 
and no toll will be demanded for the passage 
of the corpse. 4 eo 


CHIEF ARTHUR'S ADDRESS. 

At Kansas City Sunday P. S. Arthur, Chief 
of the Brotherhood of American Locomotive 
Engineers, delivered an address which it 
would be well for every laboring man in the 
country to study, Mr. Arthur said that the 
magazine which had been published by the 
brotherhood since 1866 had attained a circu- 
lation of 19,000 and the net profit derived 
from it was almost enough for the support 
of the grand officers. The insurance depart- 
ment, to which a member might subscribe 
or not as he pleased, had paid to widows 
and orphans of members since 1867 over 
$2,000,000, besides $500,000 in charities. 
He reiterated a declaration of the policy 
of the brotherhood in dealing with 
questions between employer and em- 
ployé that the failure of the “ grievance 
committee to settle the difficulty by arbitra- 
tion was not to result in a strike, but in an 
appeal to the head of the order. He added 
that in every case where that officer had been 


to orkingman, as a who

| zation which he represents stands ‘out in 


strong contrast to some others, and sadly to 


| their discredit. How much more than the

unions of railroad hands in the last 
ten years in the support of lawless bands of 
riotous strikers ordered out by the hot- 


headed master workman of some district 


assembly or union? And how many more 
families have been driven to beggary by the 
results of violence and boycotting on the 
part of the striking Anarchists? It may be 
argued that the locomotive engineer is a bet- 
ter educated and higher order of skilled la- 
borer than the rank and file of the Tailroad 
employés; but the answer to that is, if he is 
so he made himself so by ‘a course of life 
outlined in Chief Arthur’s address. Work- 
ingmen generally will attract public appro- 
bation and sympathy by the same means as 


those adopted by the locomotive engineers. 


FREIGHT ON DRY GOODS. 

The dry-goods merchants of New York are 
renewing the effort of four years ago to in- 
duce the railroads to make an important 
change in the classification of west-bound 


freight. They claim that the rates on the 


coarser descriptions of cotton goods are too 
high and ought to be reduced, as they dis- 
criminate directly in favor of manufacturers 
at the West. The advocates of the change 
point to the cost of shipping on silks, and 
leave it to be inferred that they are perfectly 
willing to see the railroads made whole by 
the imposition of higher rates than are now 
charged on silks and other high-priced goods 
which have to be brought from the seaboard 
if used at all in this section, as they are not 
manufactured in the West. 

It is understood that the merchants of this 
city ars so far in favor of the proposition that 
a request for the change was signed some time 
ago by several firms here, including the larg- 
est. They say it would work to their advan- 
tage in some cases, if not in all. But this fact 
does not alter the character of the scheme, 
which is to make one class of goods pay for 
another. It is admittedly in harmony with 
the principles that have governed in railroad 
management for many years past, but it is not 
a fair one for all that. In discussing the. 
dressed-beef business a few weeks ago THE 
TRIBUNE took the position that the railroad 
company has no right to act the part of pro- 
tector or foster-father for any particular 
class Of individuals or kind of trade. 
Precisely the same principle is involved in 
the present case. ‘The railroad as a common 
carrier is entitled to charge for its services 
what they are honestly worth, and no more. 
If it costs more to load and unload one kind 
of goods than another, or requires more care 
in the transportation, as in the case of per- 
ishable articles, or if the risk in the event of 
partial or complete loss be unequal, the cir- 
cumstances may justly be taken into the ac- 
count in deciding how much shall be charged 
for carriage. Each particular consignment 
should be judged in this way and carried 
upon its merits,” without discrimination. 
The laws of trade may safely be left to regulate 


the rest. It is none of the business of a rail- 


road manager to ask whether it is cheaper to 
kill cattle, make coarse sheetings, or manu- 
facture boots and shoes at the East than at 
the West, or the reverse. The protection of 
industries, Whether of the infantile or the 
adult class, ought to be left to those engaged 
in them; and no authority to protect“ is 
conferred by the laws of the country on any 
railroad corporation. Within the boundaries 
of the United States it should be imperative 
upon the common carrier to treat all alike, 
and then let the fittest survive. 


THE MAYOR AND THE ALDERMEN, | 
Mayor Harrison's intimation that the 
Council will amend his improved tunnel or- 
dinance in the interest of the street-car com- 
pany is not complimentary to the majority of 
that body. It is equivalent, as Ald. Dixon 
has suggested, to saying that the majority, 
including every Democrat in the Council with 
one exception, are depraved rascals, who 
care nothing for the city’s interests, and 
whose chief object is the blackmail of corpo- 
ratiops and the plunder of the city. There 
may be persons of the kind referred to by 
the Mayor in the Council, but Tan Triune 
wishes to believe that there are not twenty- 
four of them. We faintly hope there are 
nineteen members of the Council who will 
not vote to give city property as a gratuity 
knowimely to a rich corporation in the ex- 
pectation of being compensated individually 
with bribes. The Mayor, it is reported, 
once said that two-thirds of the Council was 
corrupt, but he withdrew that charge some 
time ago, and explained that what he said 
was that two-thirds of the last Council was 
corrupt. Now he asserts that a majority of 
the present Council is untrustworthy. THe 
TRIBUNE would be glad to cultivate a better 
opinion of the Council than the Mayor seems 
to be willing shall get abroad. 


Tue silver market is badly demoralized, 
The price per ounce was yesterddy quoted 
down to 43 pence in London and 95% 
cents in New York. It was thought several 
days ago that the market could not possibly 
go any lower, but that was evidently a mis- 
take. It is still on the down grade, as rail- 
road rates in the West have been for several 
weeks past. In both cases the cut is so 
severe as to warrant the belief that some- 
thing must be done soon. A rather strong 
pressure has already been brought to bear in 
England in favor of the remonetization of 
silver, and the leading argument against it 
seems to be grounded on the idea that the 
change would inure to the relative 
advantage of the United States. It is 
said that the decline yesterday enabled 
sellers of Indian wheat to offer it in the En- 
glish markets for delivery next Novembor at 
29 shillings per quarter, which is fully one 
shilling below the minimum price hitherto 


named to exporters here since the recent ad- 


vance in the price of the cereal. But it is 
by no means certain that this argument will 
prevail to shut off the advocacy of the meas- 
ure, whatever may be the outcome of the 
movement. The casé is becoming so serious 
as to invite the most earnest discussion here, 
and it is already taking shape at Washington 
in talk about the possibility of a recourse to 
the payment of the bonds in silver. It is one 
of those questions which cannot always be 
put behind us with a wave of the hand in 
Podsnap fashion. It must be settled on 
some other basis than the present one—but 
how ? 


Ir is now authoritatively stated, through 
Congressman Dunham, that the Agricultural 
Bureau at Washington did not give to the 
Associated Press reporter the statement that 
the returns indicated a decrease of only 
11,000,000 bushels in the wheat crop as a re- 
sult of the meteorological conditions of last 
month.

The Celebration of the Fourteenth of July 
in Paris Marred Somewhat by the Rain. 
Paris, July 14.—| Via Mackay-Hennett Cable 
to The Tribune. }—It ramed hard bere today all 
the forenoon. Many maledictions were mut- 
tered as good republicans, who had spent halt 
the night adorning their windows, awoke this 
moraing to find their tricolors saddened, their 
lanterns torn, and their triumphal arches being 
gradually washed away by the steady down- 
pour of rain. In the richer parts of the town 
the rain did small mischief. The Paris upper 
classes had not gone to any pains to decorate. 


They never took kindly to the idth of 
July.

885 in June, 1885. Of these 591 were males and 
504 females; 548 children under 5 years of, age 
and 856 under 1 year; 77 died of cholera in- 
fantum, 78 of infantile conveisions, 113 of con- 
sumption, 78 of diphtheria, 30 of typhoid-fever, 
25 of scariet-fever, 32 of bronchitis, 89 by vio- 
lence, and 75 in public institumons. The First 
Ward sbowed the lowest death rate, only 8 
having died in that district. The Fourteenth 
Ward reports 176, Fifth 114, Sixtn 106, Right u 
63, Fifteenth 60, Sixteenth 54, and Seventh 58. 
Of the total number 570 were natives of Chi- 
cago, 141 of Germany, and 76 of Ireland: The 
annual rate per 1,000 inhabitants was 20.86.

Yesterday, there- 
fore, he sent, by special messenger, to every 
architect and plumber in the city a neatly- 
bound pampbiet containing all the official 
laws, ordinances, rules. regulations, and cer 
tificate of instructions relating to the proper 
ventilation, lighting, drainage, and plumbing 
of proposed new buiidings for habitation. No 
further excuse for failures to comply with the 
laws of sanitation and of the city will bere- 
after be received by the department. 

The twang of the piano and the squeak of 
the violin will soon be beard in ali the ques- 
tionabie resorts of the city once more.

Too Much Free Water. 

Superintendent Hand of the water office is 
about to go gunning for bme of the alleged 
religious, charitabie, and educational institu- 
tions which heretofore have claimed entire ex- 
emption from the payment of water taxes. In 
come cases, particularily that of Farwell Hall, 
the building is rented out to storekeepers and 
for business and manufacturing purposes, and 
the public auditorium is leased for lectures 
and entertainments of a miscellaneous char- 
acter, which yield a considerable revenue to 
the parties controlling the building. Mr. Hand 
is of the Opinion that these institutions bave 
stretched the charitable intention of the city 
ordinances, ana be will endeavor to make 
some of them cometo time. In some cases 
water taxes amounting to thousands of dollars 
on single buildings bave been allowed to ac- 
crue, and a demand will be made upon these 
parties in a few days, and upon refusai to pay 
the taxas the water will be promptly shut off. 
It is the general impression that entirely too 
much free water is bemg used in the city by 
undeserving parties, and the department is de- 
termined to put a stop to these abuses, 


No Violence by Striking Miners at Grape 
Creek. 

The reported violence by. strikers at Grape 
Creek coal-mines yesterday was entirely false. 
Mr. J. B. Brown, President of the company, 
says there was not even an attempt at vio- 
lence. A committee of the strikers called on 
the negroes imported to work in the mines and 
appealed to them not to work and thereby 
take the bread out of the mouths of the 
miners, but the committee made no threats. 
A large Sheriff's posse is continually guarding 
the mines and those at work. Numbers of 
negroes are being forwarded daily, a second 
detachment from Tennessee having arrived 
and gone to work yesterday. A dispatch re- 
ceived from Kentucky by Mr. Brown says 
about twenty negroes will at once leave there 
for the mines. There are also a number of 
colored men gatherea here ready to leave. A 
few of those who have gone to work in the 
mines have been induced to quit, but pot 
through any fear of personal injury or vio- 


lence. 
An Angry Chinaman. 

J. C. Trey, the dentist at No. 204 West Madi- 
son street who was sued for $2,000 by Moi 
Bong, a Chinese laundryman, for au - 
leged malicious prosecution, obtained a judg- 
ment of $12. before Justice Russell yesterday 
agaitiet the Mongolian. About a month ago 
the dentist filled one of Mr. Bong’s teeth and 
afew days alter the job was completed, Irey 
presented the laundryman with a bill for $25. 
The Celestial was very indignant, and refused 
to pay such an extortionate price, but finaliy 
agreed to pay $13. The dentist and several 
witnesses swore in court yesterday that the 
plaintiff made a contract with the Chinaman 
to do the work for $25, and the court could do 
nothing but render a decision in favor of Irey.

Frenchmen Celebrate. 

The annual féte of the Circle Francais in 
celebration of the downfall of the Bastille in 
1789 took place in Kubn’s Park yesterday. The 
procession left the French Consulate in the 
American Express Building at 10:30 a.m. At 
8 o'clock President Victor Gerardin made an 
appropriate speech, and was followed by Con- 
sul Verleyé, who is honorary President. Among 
the 30,000 persons in Chicago who speak 
French most were born in Switzerland, Bel- 
rium, Canada, or Louisiana, only 3,000 being 
French born. The Circle Francais is composed 
of thirty-eight members, including President 
Gerardin, Secretary Jules Merrienne, and 
Treasurer G. P. Doré. It is not a political, so- 
cial, or beneficiary society, but a little band of 
patriotic Frenchmen who celebrate the na- 
tional holiday of the present French Republic. 
A number of games, including shuttlecock and 
battledore, were indulged in, and the admission 
ticket gave each visitor a chance in a free lot- 
tery game known as la Tanibola, the prizes be- 
ing little presents from enterprising Cuicago 
firms, who thus advertised their wares. Até4 
p. m. Mile. Jolé, a French-Canadian, sang the 
Marselllaise, the entire gathering joining in the 


chorus, and the band being compieteiy drowned

FLOUR PRODUCT OF MINNEAPOLIS, 


The Output Shows a Decrease from Last 
Week—Milis Preparing to Shut Down. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 14.—The North 
western Miller says: 

Last week's operations were cut short one day 
by a holiday and the output dropped off 25,000 
barrels, e product was 121,830 barrels, aver- 
aging 20,305 barrels daily, against 137,600 barrels 
for the preceding week and 40,720 barrels for the 
corresponding time in 188. The light work ofa 
year ago was occasioned by most mills being 
closed down to allow improvements to the canal, 
only three producing flour for the time corre- 
sponding with last week. Eighteen mills were 
running today, but indications point to an early 
diminution in the output of flour, though it may 
come gradually. Asthe new crop harvest ap- 
proaches some milis are es ne to 
shut down for repairs. Several of the larger 
merchant mills in the Northwest are reported to 
have shut down on account of dull markets. The 
flour trade is even flatter than a week ago. The 
fluctuations of wheat caused buyers to withdraw 
almost entirely from the market. Local exports 
last week suffered another decline, being but 44,- 
000 barrels. Receipts.of wheat for the week are 
405,350 bushels. Theshipments of flour are 116,- 
480 barrels, of wheat 67,100 bushels, millstuff 4,167 
tons. In store here there are 6,025,138 bushels; 
at Duluth, 4,126,975; at St. Paul, 672,000 bushels.

A Stubborn Hard-Glove Contest at North 
Belleville, N. J.—Williams Gets the Better 
of Tracy, but the Crowd Sails In and the 
Fight Is Declared a Draw. 3

glove fight was decided at North Belleville. N. 

J., yesterday moroing, the principals being 

Mike Tracy of Passaic and George Williams of 

Kabway.

Tracy weighed 130 pounds and Williams 126 

pounds. It was just daylight when the men 

entered the ring. About seventy-five well- 
known sporting-men were at the rine side. 

Betting was lively, with small ddds on Will 

jams. When time was called Tracy led. A 

heavy blow on the nose sent him against the 

ropes. First blood was allowed for Williams. 

In the second round Tracy again led and was 
again heavily countered. Several light blows 
were then exchanged, when Williams sent in a 
heavy right-hander. It caught Tracy right on 
the bridge of the nose, knocking bim flat on 
his back. In the third round Tracy adopted 
**Tug ” Wilson’s style, falling down nine times 
to avoid punishment, but toul!“ was not 
not claimed. Tue fourth round was of the 
rough-and-tumble sty!e, and both men lost the 
battle several times by fouling each ocher. 
Knock-downs were frequent, and blood was 
flowing freely. 

When time was calied for the sixth round 
Williams walked over to Tracy and offered to 
bet $25 that be would win the fight. Williams 
opened with a mad rusb and landed a swinging 
upper cut. Tracy staggered and was then 
floored with an uuly left-hander. Some fierce 
fighting followed. but Williams was too much 
tor Tracy, and he was fearfully punished. 
The seventh and eighth rounds were warm.

Williams had dislocated two knuckies in public. He undertakes to sbow that the meas-

SOLID WATER GAS. 


An Intensely Cold Temperature Secured by 
Artificial Means—A Substitute for Ether. 


~ PORTLAND, Me., July 9.—| Boston Herald.)— 


While the thermometer was 97° in the sbade a 
snow-storm was in progress at Underwood 
Springs, which lasted five minutes. The snow 
did not actually come down from tne sky, but 
was manufactured, and it was a perfect storm 
while the snow lasted. It was the result of 
some astonishing experiments performed by 
scientific men from Germany to test some 
machinery which is. to be used in the bottling 
of water gas at the springs. Prot. O. Brimler 
conducted the experiments and said to the 
sciéntific gentlemen assembled: 

I propose to show you something never 
tried outside of a laboratory, and then only as 
an experiment. I will take this water-cas and 
make it solid and ot arctic properties, beside 
which ice wiil seem like fire. This is a discov- 
ery that will enable physicians to do wonderful 
things in the way of reiieving pain.“ 

Mr. Brimler then attached to the machinery 
used in the work of charging the water a 
thorouguly-made canvas bag and gave the 
order to start the machinery. The bottling- 
room was intensely hot, but Mr. Brimier was 
observed to button up his coat to the throat 
before starting up, and in a short time the 
temperature was seen to be getting arctic. To 
the complete surprise of those present snow 
began to fall, in tiny flakes at first, but soon 
thick and fast. filling the room and 
escaping through the door in a thick 
cloud. ~The professor raised his hand, 
the machinery stopped, and the snow disap- 
peared. Then Mr. Br mler took from the ma- 
chinery, to which it had been attached, the 
canvas bag, now full and of considerabie 
weight. A touch of the outside of the bag 
chilled the biood. The intense cold, the terri- 
ble chill it gave, was simply not to be de- 
scribed. Cptting open the bag, Mr. Brimler 
displayed a mass of beautiful. white, appar- 
parentiy crystal, ice, but by its side common 
ice melted as when exposed to fire. 

Mr. Brimier exclaimed, as a gentleman 
reached out his band to the mass, ** Don’t 
touch it, it will burn you.” “That ice burn 
me? Absurd!“ was the reply, but the professor 
insisted that it be let alone, except to give it 
the slightest touch. One unlucky individual 
was given too proionged a touch on the back 
of the hand, and found that his band 
was devoid of all feeling. 
looked at it and said: That fixes it for four 
hours; after that it will ache for forty-eight 
hours; will blister and make trouble; it 
touched it too hard.“ All of which followed. 
For four hours the hand was absolutely with-: 
out feeling; a needle inserted produced no 


puin, and yet the hand was not powerless. No 


blood foliowed the puncture, -It is claimed 
that this gas will completely take the place of 
ether. No iil effect, except the possibility of 
blistering, „follows its administration. The 
substance is a local anmsthetic, but it is 
claimed that its action is complete, and on the 
iustant the member touched is compietely 
numbed, the flow of blood arrested, and opera- 
tions can be performed without suffering on 
the part of the patient or loss of any consid- 
erable amount of blood. A prominent phy- 
sician here Woo has been experimenting with 
it believes that it will de in neatly every case 
a substitute for ether. Mr. Brimler says that 
ali the discovery connected with this gas is the 
process by which it is taken from the German 
mineral springs.

UR CABLE LETTER. 


D’AUMALE’S PROTEST AGAINST HIS 
EXPULSION FROM THE ARMY. 


Gen. Boulanger Apparently Determined to 
Convert the French Army into a Rad- 
ical Body—Working Up the Feeling 
Against Germany—Bismarck Smiles and 
Plote—De Lesseps Trying to Raise More 
Money for the Panama Canal—The 
North Pole—Chit-Chat. 

PARIS. July 13.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune. I— The letter of the Duc d' 
Aumale to President Grévy caused tho great- 
est excitement on the Paris boulevards last 
evening. The newsboys shouted their papers 
by announcing Tue Duc d’Aumale’s expul- 
sion,“ and this and the actual nature of the 
news, when read, created a sensation. The 
Duc d’'Aumale is a General of Division of the 
French army on the retired list, and his letter 
was in reference to the striking of his name 
from the army roil, recently ordered by Gen. 
Boulanger, Minister of War. The action of the 
Minister was based on Art. 5 of the law of ex- 


pulsion, by the terms of which no member of a 


family which has reigned in France can belong 
either to the army or to the navy of the Re- 
public. In his letter, in which he protests 
against the measure, which affects at the same 
time with himself his brothers, the Duc de 
Nemours and the Prince de Joinville, as well 
as his nephews, the Comte de Paris and the 
Dues de Chartres, d' Alengon, and de Pen- 
thieure, the venerabie General assumes 4 
haugbty tone towards the President of the Re-

by the Government is illewal, because there is 
no. power to take from officers who have not 
sullied their honor their grade in tme army, 
their military rank being their personal prop- 
erty. 

Gen. Boulanger seems undeterred in his 
singular course by the outcry which his treat- 
ment of the Princes has occasioned, and con- 
tinues his active policy toward converting the 
French army into a purely Republican, or 
rather Radical, body. All officers of known 
monarchical or Bonapartist views are closely 
watched, and are suspected by the Government 
of being always on the verge of some active 
conspiracy. Among the causes which people 
are trying to tasten on for the suicidal conduct 
of the Minister of War the desire is attributed 
to Gen. Boulanger to withdraw the attention 
of the country from the disastrous condition 
of home politics by working up the French 
people to a war of revenge on Ger 
many, and one of bis mistaken 
means of accomplishing his. aim seems to 
be to expunge from the army all but the most 
democratic element, with the effect, naturally, 
of cutting off or estranging many of the best 
officers and soldiers that France can boast. 
After the military review in Paris tomorrow 
Gen. Boulanger is going to inspect the de- 
fenses of Marseilles, Toulon, Mentone, Villa- 
franca, Nice, Antibes, and Briancon, and also 
the positions on the Italian frontier, where 
picked battalions of sbarpshooters have been 
quartered. Gen. Boulanger is constantly re- 
minding the people that important events may 
arise at any moment demanding the keen at- 
tention and hearty codperation of the nation. 
By Aug. 10 60,000 repeating rifles will have 
been served to the army and other measures 
Will bave been taken toward putting the entire 
military force of the Republic in fighting trim. 

It is interesting to know what impression 
has deen created in Germany by Gen. 
Boulanger’s proposed organic law. Nothing 
could attract so much attention as a bill of 
this kind at the present moment, when the sit- 
uation is still somewhat strained, andtin me 
present state of mutual observation existt 
in both countries. Germany imagines that 
she is directiy aimed at by all military meas- 
ures discussed in France, and still more so 
when, as in the present. case, the meas- 
ure is one of general organization. 
Thus Gen. Boulanger’s law, particularly 
since the favorable reception it met with in 
committee, and which Parliament appears to 
reserve for it, has been scrutinized, picked to 
pieces, turned, and returned in every sense. 
Every word, paragraph, and clause bas been 
weighed, and it bas been sought to discover 
the principal object of the bill, or what is 
called on the other side of the Rhine the se- 
oret. Inaword,I do not think that since 
the last war anything bas occurred in 
France which has 80 stirred up pub- 
lic opinion in Germany. A German 
the gy who knows his country, said 

me: ‘**Boulanger’s bill is for us, in the 
present state of our relations with the Repub- 
lic, a matter of great importance. It is, per- 
haps, the commencement of a new order of 
things.” In speaking thus this personage gave 
expression to an idea which, although as yet 
a little wavering, 1s taking root in the minds of 
the masses, and it willnot be long before it 
becomes settled and takes form com pleteir. 
The foliowing ie the form which will soon be 
given to this idea by public opinion, and which 
has already been reproduced in the Gazette de 
L* Allemagne du Nord: 

Convinced as we aré, and as it is the interest 
of the policy of Berlin that we should be, thatthe 
desire for revenge is at the bottom of many 
hearts in France, we expected from a popular 
democratic and republican Minister such as Gen. 
Boulanger a bill which would be in accordance 
with these aspirations. 

“Whether real or supposed, such was the 
belief in Beriin, and leven think,’’ added my 
diplomatist, chat such was tne desire. Prince 
Bismarck well knows that it is this perpetual 
threat of dem attacked by France, the 
beréditary enemy, which has made the 
Empire of Germany and which keeps the unity 
compact. He also knows that as this threat 
recedes and- tends to disappear the artificial 
union of the German States, shielded by the 
two-headed eagle, ioses its cohesion. When it 
was seen that instead of a pianof disguised 
attack or a measure implying an idea of re- 
venge, Gen. Boulanger submitted to Parlia- 
ment and Parliament adopted—at least in 
principle—a law of simple defense, the people 
asked and still ask themselves how much truth 
is there in the cries of alarm which are 
daily being given vent to in the 
Prussian press and in Prussian military circles 
against French dissimulation and the incessant 
threat turkmg in the breast of France. The 
question, which tne people ask themselvés 
with the plan of Boulanger before them, bas 
resuited at first in doubts of the sinocer ity of 
these cries of alarm, which doubts take already 
the form of an appeasement. It now depends 
ou the debates which are to take piace in the 
French Parliament for this appeasement to be- 
come positive security. Thus considered, Gen. 
Boulanger’s proposed military organic law is 
agreat political act which has already pro- 
duced bappy results in Germany. There 
bappy results may become incaiculable if the 
Freneh Parliament know how to appreciate 
their value.“

necessary to complete the canal. Tun deed of 
concession was sent, but De Lesseps neglected, 
for good reasons known to bimself, to send 
the contracts required. Taree days later the 
committee, being without the contracts, wrote 
again to De Lesseps tor them, requesting that 
a baiance sbeet of the company to the end of 
June be prepared for examination. De Les- 
seps paid no attenuon to tuis, but simply re- 
plied by announcing that he bad withdrawn 
the request for permission to issue a lottery 
loan, and at the same time sent a circular 
around to the shareholders deciaring that be 
intended to issue an ordinary loan without 
prize drawings for the same amount—4600, 000, - 
000 francs. 

The committee immediately beld a final 
meeting, the minutes of which they placed on 
record—first, as to De Lesseps not baving en- 
abled them, for reasons which did not appear 
in the investigation, to report on the 
bill; second, that it was inexact that they had 
any desire to adjourn the report until next 
session; and, third, that if the bill bad been 
presented so late it was not their fault, but 
rather that of the French Government, which 
had only laid the bill on the taole the ITth of 
June last, although the Panama Company had 
made the request which the bill was intended 
to authorize so long ago as May 25, 1885. 

It certainly seems extremely unlikely that 
De Legseps can raise 600,000,000 francs by 
means of an ordinary loan without prizes. 
Light is nowthrown on many points which 
have been allowed to remain hidden away 
from che public eye. Attention has been 
called to various important lawsuits pending 
between the company and the contractors. It 
has been pointed out that new contracts in- 
volving the payment of 1,200,000,000 francs 
have- been signed since October. 
Three-fourths of the loan of 600, 
000,000 francs would be swallowed up lone 
before the probable termination of the canal 
in runoing expenses, payment of interest, re- 
quirements of the sinking fund, ete. The bal- 
ance sheet, if produced, would have shown 
that the cash was all gone, notwithstanding 
that the 25,000.000 francs advanced only a few 
weeks ago at 10 per cent by three banking 
houses, of which the fourth and last quarterly 
payment is already cailed upon the sbares, 
was pledged in advance as security. Is there 
any more probability (fat the loan will be 
taken up than the last Panama loan issued two 
years ago, with the prestige of De Lesseps 
still unimpaired? Notwithstanding the guar- 
antee then offered by a powerful financial syn- 
dicate one-fifth of the amountof the bonds 
could not be placed, and remain in the hands 
of the company. It is impossible to doubt 
that the difficulty is a thousand-foid increased, 
since the confidence of the public is nowpretty 
well shaken. The company can hardly expect 
to und again a syndicate of bankers to guar- 
antee the issue of another loan. De Lessepa, 
however, is apparently as plucky and confident 
as ever. 


Trying to Attain the Unattainable. 

Lonpon, July 14.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.]|—The Morning Post has a 
long leader on Arctic adventures.

The announcement that anew expedition has 
started for the Arctic regions to find the North 
Pole awakens a host of recollections. The two 
explorers now on their way to the White North 
ane sent on their rilous mission by the propri- 
etor of a New York paper. It is not too much 
to say that hundreds of men in this country and 
in America will envy the solitary voyagers. 

After a succiact and picturesque review of 
all previous Arctic expeditions the leader con- 
cludes: 

We have scientific authority for the statement 
that to reach the exact spot on the earth's sur- 
face known as the North Pole is not a feat of 
scientific importance: yet we feel certain that as 
long as there is a North Pole to be reached ad- 
venturous spirits will seek to reach it. It is no 
less certain that many will perish in the attempt, 
but after all men can die but once, and the ex- 
amples of heroism which the — of Arctic 
exploration has handed down have their value, 
not to be measured by the cost even of the lives 
of many brave men.

A word, an appeal from a gallant Prince, 

God with us with honorable arms; 

One nation, one sword, one man, and one host, 

Put this stone here mid war's stern alarums.

New York World, July 13: Many of the 
friends of Gen. Schuyler Hamilton were not a 
little surprised upon reading yesterday morn- 
ing the announcement that he had been mar- 
ried Sunday evening at the Park Avenue Hotel 
to Mrs. Louise Frances Paine Cavanaugh, wid- 
ow of Congressman James Mazeta Cavanaugh. 
Very few persons acquainted with the General 
were aware that he contempiated matrimony, 
and the suddenness to them of the event ex- 
cited much curious comment and prompted 
numerous telegrams from friends and rela- 
tives. None of bis family attended the wed- 
ding, which was celebrated ian the old library 
of the hotel—one of the largest rooms in 
the large edince—and only fifty partici- 
pated in the weddmg feast, which was 
prepared by Clerk Stevens of the hotel, 
and pronounced to be ove of the most 
Sumptuous character. The couple appeared 
very well together. The Generals tail, 
erect, and slender torm was clothed in a 
brand-new dress suit. On his left breast be 
wore the badges of the Seventh Regiment, the 
Armies of the Cumberland and Tennessee, the 
Loyal Legion, and of the Astor Club. His 
ruddy, swarthy complexion and white bair 
contrasted favorably with the handsome, clear- 
She wore a smoke- 


colored silk gown, with point. lade. In her 
hand sbe carried a bouquet of large white 
rosebuds, and around ber neck, the groom's 
gift, a necklace of sixty-four pearis with a 
diamond pendant, whose scintillations were 
dazzling. After the festivities nad been pro- 
longed to alate bour the bridal couple re- 
paired to their bower inthe hotel, which had 
been buried literally in flowers by the guests. 

Yesterday mor bright and early two 
telegrams were handed to the General. They 


were from bis two sons, Schuyler Hamilton Jr. 
and Assemblyman Robert Ray Hamilton, both 
of whom went to Newport Friday, where they 
are spending the.summer, in ignorance of their 
father’s proposed marriage. Nor were they 
apprised of the eveot till Saturday, when dis- 
patches were transmitted inviting them to be 
present. Neither responded till this morning. 
It is not known whether the sons ‘approve of 
the father’s step. It will make little difference 
to the General whether they door not, it is 
said by people who know the family. Gen. 
Hamilton is possessed of comforiabie means. 
His wealth is put at $300,000. He owns con- 
siderable real estate in this city, which he in- 
berited from bis father, John Church Hamil- 
ton, who edited the works of his father, Alex- 
ander Hamilton. 

Gen. Hamilton made fame as a soldier, a 
farmer, and an author. He was two years with 
Grant at West Point, and graduated two years 
before the great General. He saw. service on 
the plains, took part in the Mexican War, was 
badiy wounded in a skirmish, when he was 
breveted Captain, and finished his career in 
the field as an aide to Gen. Scott. He tired of 
the service in 1855, and acted as an admins- 
trator of the New Almaden quicksilver mine in 
California for three years. The late Civil War 
found bim a private in the Seventh and 3 
farmer at Branford, Conon. He went to the 
front joyously, was attached for a time toGen. 
Butler's staff, then acted as militery secretary 
to Gen. Scott untii the old man quit. Gen. 
Halieck made him his Assistant Chief of Staff 
until Hamilton was commissioned Brigadier- 
General in the fall of 1861, when he repaired 
to St. Louis to take command of that depart- 
ment. From that time till ill-health forced 
him to resign, in February, 1863, he partici- 
pated in all the important operations of the 
Armies of the Tennessee and of the Cumber- 
land. He was prom ted Major-General! be- 
cause he suggested the cutting of a canal to 
turn the enemy’s position at Island NS. 10. 

President Lincoln accepted his resignation 
in the toliowing order; The President, with 
much regret, accepts the resignation of Maj.- 
Gen. Schuyler Hamilton, because of iil-heaith 
and disability be incurred in the service of his 
country, wherein he was highly distinguished 
for ability and good conduct. 

The General wrote a history of the American 
flag in 1854, and June 14, 1877, the centennial 
anniversary of the adoption of the flag, de- 
livered an address on Our National Flag, tne 
Stars and Stripes; Its History in a Century.” 
From 1871 to 1875 he held the only political 
office of his lite— Hydrographie Engineer in 
the Department of Docks, in this city. He was 
married to Cornelia Ray, the daughter of 
Robert Ray, the well-known New York mer- 
chant, im 1847. She died fifteen years ago. 
His son, Robert Ray Hamilton, inberited bis 
fortune from his mother’s family, and he is to- 
day a wealthier man tban his father. 

Gen. Hamiiton carries his 64 years well. 
Sundsy evening be was as chipper as the 
youngest man in the wedding party. His bride 
is about twenty-five years younger. She is 
also a New-Yorker by birth. Gen. Hamilton 
it her third pusband. She was a Miss Alien. 
Her first husband’s name was Paine. Her 
second was the well-known and opulent James 
M. Cavanaugh, who, born in Massachusetts, 
represented Minnesota in the Thirty-fifth and 
and Montana in the Fortieth and Forty-firet 
Cougresses. Among other things be did was to 
edit a newspaper and help frame the Constitu- 
tion of Colorado. He went to Montana to 
make a fortune and made it. He died rich and 
left his widow well off. She returned to New 
York and made her residence at the Park 
Avenue Hotel. Here two years ugo she met 
Gen. Hamilton. They were attentive, but ap- 
parently not devoted to each other. They 
were seen often together, but the gossips were 
thrown off the track. 
misied. They finally concluded to marry. A 
day in October was set. The plans were sud- 
denly changed, and Saturday the General in- 
formed a few of his friends that the ceremony 
was to be performed Sunday. 

One hundred pounds of wedding cake were 
distributed among the friends of both yester- 
day. In the. rnoon the General suddenly 
paid bis bill hisked his bride off on the 
Fall River boat to Newport, where his sons 
are, and where the honeymoon will be spent. 


CHLOROFORM. 


The Trade to Be Kevolutionized by a Re- 
* dent Discovery. 

Albauy (N. V.) Dispatch to Boston Herald: 
Scientists have for a long time been engaged in 
endeavoring to discover some method by means 
of which the cost of the production of chloro- 
form could be reduced and at the same time 
the quality be improved. An Albany chemist 
claims the credit of discovering such a process. 
Under the present method of production chilo- 
roform is made from grain alcohol, and, as 
proof alcohol is worth from 90 cents up- 
ward per gallon, chioroform cannot be 
made so as to sell with profit at less than 
90 cents per pound. Moreover, the article 
produced contains many impurities. The new 
method changes all this, and, in fact, revolu- 
tionizes the whole chloroform trade. Alcohol 
as a base is not used, and thus already the 
cost of chloroform is lessened one-quarter. 
Wood is decomposed at bigu temperature, and 
from the proper chemical treatment of the 
products of the decomposed wood other prod- 
ucts are secured from which the chioroform 
is obtained. A residual matter is also obtained 
which yields acetic acid, or purified acetates. 
In the manufacture of chioroform by this 
method 100 pounds of crude acetate of lime is 
placed in a suitable vessel and subjected to 
dry distillation at a temperature ot 300° to 500° 
celsius, until volatile products are no jonger 
copdensed. The result is about tairtr-two 
pounds of a liquid, three-fourths of which is 
ol an aqueous nature, while the. other fourth 
forms a top stratum of an oily liquid. The 
aqueous liquid, which is rich in chloroform- 
yielding agents, is then removed as ready for 
use. The oily liquid is subjected to fractional 
distillation, or, perbaps, by washing with tepid 
water, and tne resulting aqueous liquid is 
added to that already removed; thus the
